known as a' 'landlubber"—that is, he was 
on his first voyage. The doctor at once 
took the spccjmen^to his cabin and made 
preparations to skin and preserve it. In 
tiot haste a deputation of seamen, headed 
t>y the old gray haired sailmaker, camo 
aft with a request that the petrel bo sot 
at liberty, saying that otherwise the ship 
and all on board would surely suffer. 
The doctor, somewhat surprised, in- 
tended to set the bird free, but his en- 
thusiasm as a naturalist prevailed over 
the superstitious warning, and when the 
sailors had disappeared the bird was 
add- 


ed to his collection. Tho fact soon Lc- 
carne known forward among the men, 
and the doctor was regarded with black 
looks by the crew for the remainder of 
the voyage.

TIME HAWAIIAN 


The letter written by the Secretary 


of State to the President on Hawaiian 
affairs purports to be a statement of 
facts. It states that the Queen would 
not have been deposed and that the 
Provisional Government would not 
have been established on the islands, 
had it not been for the pressure of 
United States marines. If such is the 
case the revolution at Honolulu was 
due to foreign int*rvention,not to a gen- 
eral uprising of the people against the 
Monarchy. 
The adherents of the 


Queen were Intimidated by armed 
forces landed from the American war 
vessc's in the harbor of Honolulu. 


Minister Stevens, by whose order the 


marines were landed at Honolulu, rep- 
resented that it was done to protect 
the persons and property of American 
citizens. Special envoy Blount, sent 
to the islands to ascertain the facts in 
relation to tha revolution, represents 
that the trjops weie landed to over- 
awe the monarchists. If Stevens is 
correctly reported the United States 
bad nothing whatever to do with de- 
throning the Queen, whereas if Blount 
is not mistaken or misrepresented the 
Queen would have defended her throne 
had it not been for the presence of an 
armed force from the United States 
war vessels. Stevens raised the United 
States flag and established a protecto- 
rate over the islands; Blount ordered 
the flag lowered and left it to the peo- 
ple, so it is asserted, to determine what 
kind of a government they should es- 
tablish. It is claimed that the majority 
of those having a right to vote in the 
islands do not favor annexation to the 
United States or any other govern- 
ment, and that the annexationists are 
not willing to submit the question to a 
vote of the people. 


Judge Gresham, Secretary of State, 


was Circuit Judge of the United States 
for a number of years and resigned the 
position to accept a place hi the Cabi- 
net. He commanded the respect of 
the people us a jurist and had the rep- 
utation of being able and conscientious 
and thoroughly imbued with American 
principles. It is but reasonable to 
assume that the character of the man 
has not been changed since last March 
and that he is as honest, capable and 
conscientious now as he was while on 
the bench. If he is in possession of all 
the facts in the Hawaiian case his sug- 
gestions as to what the United States 
should do are doubtless prompted by 
a desire to deal justly and impartially 
with Queen Lilmokalani, but unless it 
is clearly shown that the United States 
is responsible for her dethronement 
its power should not be used to restore 
her government. 


Let the United States prevent inter- 


ference by foreign powers in Hawaiian 
affairs and when the people of the 
islands by vote express a desire to be 
annexed give the subject due consider- 
ation and if it is deeired best for all 
concerned provide them with a terri- 
torial government until they prove 
themselves worthy of statehood. 


A K»ce Between Two Ship*. 


TACOMA, Wash., November ia—The 


British four-masted ship Olivebank, 
2,650 tons, Captain Petrie, master, and 
the British four-masted ship Samaritan, 
1,996 tons, Captain Deater commander, 
started yesterday on one of the longest 
distance racep on record, from Tacoma 
to the English channel. Both ships 
are heavily loaded with wheat, the 
Olivebank's cargo being valued at $90,- 
000 and the Samaritan's at $75,000. 
The Olivebank is bound for Havre and 
the Samaritan to Cork for orders. Both 
captains express confidence in their 
ships and say they will make a quick 
run, Captain Deater wagering an oyster 
supper he will make the run home in 
120 days.

PENNOYEB'S PKOCLAMATION. 


SMUGGLED 
AND 
UNDERVALUED 


GOODS. 


The Supervising Special Agent of the 


Treasury Department shows that in the 
last year $353,748 was collected on a 
variety of smuggled, undervalued or 
falsely 
classified merchandise. He 


also testifies to the excellent work ac- 
complished by the officers assigned to 
unearth the frauds at Portland, Oregon, 
and on Puget Sound. There is a duty 
of $12 per pound on opium, and the 
profit in smuggling the drug is so great 
that the Supervising Agent thinks it 
impossible to suppress it. It is brought 
across the line from British Columbia 
by the wholesale and the customs offi- 
cers on the Sound are accused of being 
in league with the smugglers. 


It is believed that the amount of 


money derived from the sale of mer- 
chandise confiscated for non-payment 
of duty and undervaluation is not a 
drop in the bucket compared with what 
the revenue has lost from those causes. 
It is assumed that not one in a dozen 
smugglers is detected, and that not one 
in fifty of the frauds perpetrated by 
rings in which customs officers and 
importers are jointly interested is ever 
discovered. 
As was shown in the 


Gashin-Reia oases in San Francisco, 
the revenue collectors are in collusion 
with the importers. The appraisers 
know by private marks what bales and 
boxes to examine, and were It not for 
accidents their rascality would not be 
unearthed. In consequence of this 
undervaluation, importers who are in 
the ring can undersell the merchants 
who pay the duty imposed by law on 
goods, and get rich at the business. 


In several instances officials paid by 
the Government to collect the duty on 
imports have been shown to undervalue 
goods for a consideration; yet the Gov- 
ernment winks at the offense and both 
the bribe-giver and bribe-taker are let 
off upon payment of a nominal fine. 


Senator Stewart Endorses Its Sentiments 


and Comments on the Situation. 


Governor Pennoyer has received the 


following letter from Senator Stewart: 


WASHINGTON, November 5. 


My Dear Governor:—I am glad to learn 


from your Thanksgiving proclamation 
that you are mindful of the fact that 
there is no reason to be thankful for 
anything that has been done during 
the past year by either legislative or 
executive department of the Govern- 
ment of the United States. Insolent 
hypocrisy, false pretenses and corrup- 
tion, by which the gold ring elevated 
a man from Wall street to the great 
office of President, have produced re- 
sults which have filled the country 
with want, misery and despair. Sub- 
jugation of the legislative department 
of the Government to the control of 
money-changers and stock gamblers 
through the instrumentality of money, 
a subsidized press and executive usur- 
pation is a menace to constitutional 
government. 


The decree which repealed the pur- 


chasing clause of the Sherman act and 
ratified and confirmed the infamous 
act of 1873, if it cannot be reversed, 
dooms the masses to poverty, misery 
and financial servitude. You are right. 
This is no time for gr.itilade except to 
the creator. 


Organization to rebist oppression of 


money power= and usurpations of the 
executive is the duty of the hour. The 
final battles for justice, financial inde- 
pendence and constitutional freedom 
must be fought hi 1894 and 1896. The 
enemy of the people is entrenched in 
power and supported by every parasite, 
shylock and money-changer in Europe 
and America. Nothing can prevent the 
rule of the gold oligarchy but united 
and determined action by the people 
before they are subjugated and their 
means of resistenoe exhausted.

GROUND WAS FIRST BROKEN 


'or this Exposition on the 24th day o: 


August, and, within a fortnight after 
contracts had been let for the erection 
of five main buildings to cost abou 
$400,000, though where the money was 
to come from was yet by no means 
certain. A popular subscription lis 
had been started in San Francisco, and 
something like a quarter of a million 
of dollars was quickly raised, the rest 
of it seemed hard to get, but it came on 
little by little, and when work on these 
five great buildings began, new sub- 
scriptions began to pour in, until now 
the $400,000 is nearly subscribed, and 
there is enough more money in sight 
from the sale of concessions and from 
the rental of space in the Exposition 
buildings to warrant the assertion 
that the California Midwinter Fair wil] 
be open on the first day of January, 
just six months after its inception, and 
that when its gates swing ajar, it will 
not have a dollar of indebtedness, but 
that the receipts for Admissions wil] 
not need to be diverted from the direct 
payment of the running expenses of 
the Fair during the six months of its 
duration. 


The five buildings grew apace; a pen- 


alty of $400 a day was a part of the 
Exposition contract with the builders, 
if they failed to finish the buildings 
within ninety days from starting. The 
result was that no five such buildings 
have ever, in the history of the world, 
been pushed forward so rapidly as 
these, yet they have been constructed 
under the personal supervision of com- 
petent engineers so that there can be 
no doubt of their stability and adapti- 
bility to the purpose for which they 
were planned. 


THE BUILDINGS. 


There is a building for manufactures 


and liberal arts 462x237 feet, Moorish 
in style, with a strong suggestion of 
;heold California Mission architecture,' 
and with a great wide gallery 35 feet 
broad running all around the interior; 
;here is a building for mechanic arts 
324 feet by 160 feet, purely East Indian 
in style and perfectly adapted for the 
accommodation of such exhibits as are 
usually found in Machinery Halls; 
then too there is a palace of horticul- 
ture and agriculture, almost a twin to 
the Mechanic Art building in point of 
size though entirely different in archi- 
tecture. The fourth building is the 
Fine Arts palace, constructed of brick, 
for safety and durability, and finished 
in' a pleasing Egyptian style. The 
fifth building, in this grand group, is 
;he Administration building, where the 
offices of the Exposition management 
will be. 


Ail these buildings have now pro- 
ressed so far ,that the roofs are in 
place and in a few days more the early 
winter rains may come if they will and 
;he interiors will be perfectly pro- 
tected. The outsides of the buildings 
are being covered with staff, and they 
present as solid an appearance as if 
made of granite or marble. These five 
main buildings are located around a 
grand central court, 900 feet in length 
and 500 feet in width, in the center of 
which a grand electric tower, 270 feet 
high, already begins to lift its head. 
In this grand court there will also be 
an allegorical fountain, emblematic of 
;he history and achievements of the 
State of California, and also the grand 
electric fountains •which created such a 
sensation in Chicago, and which are to 
be transported to San Francisco at an 
enormous expense. 


In addition to these main buildings 


and the features of the grand central 
court, concessions have been let for a 
great many other interesting exhibits 
and displays which will cater very 
largely to the entertainment as well as 
the instruction of the public. The 
great cyclorama of the burning mount- 
ain will find a place in the Hawaiian 
concession. 
Heidelberg Castle will 


stand on an elevation with the German 
Village clustering around its base. 


Very many of the oriental features 


of the Midway Plaisance have been 
secured, and tt reproduction of the 
famous public Prater of Vienna has been 
arranged for. There will be an ostrich 


farm in full feather, an Arizona Indian 
village, a Spanish ranchero, an electric 
theatre, a copy of the Ferris Wheel, 100 
feet in diameter, a grand exhibit of 
sea-lions from the Santa Barbara chan- 
nel, and an interesting exhibit of lions 
of another sort equal to the famous 
Hagenback Wild Animal exhibit on the 
Midway in Jackson Park. 


IT T/ILL OPEN IN JANUARY. 


These are but a few of the thousands 


of things that might be said in expla- 
nation of the development of this great 
Midwinter Exposition undertaking. It 
will open on the first day of January 
without fail, and everything is to be in 
readiness at that time. At the preaent 
rate of progress, this can be most posi- 
tively stated. The great advantage of 
such an exposition, at such a time, is 
no longer a question in the minds of 
the people of California, and the dwel- 
lers in neighboring States are fast 
awakening to the opportunity offered 
in this connection to display their own 
products at great advantage. Nevada 
has already secured 2,000 feet of space. 
Oregon, Washington, Utah and New 
Mexico are also falling in line, and 
other States west of the Eocky Mount- 
ains will soon be represented there, to 
say nothing of the vast number of ex- 
hibits that have arranged to take up 
at San Francisco the work of advertis- 
ing themselves which they began so 
successfully by the side of the Inland 
Sea at Chicago. 


The letters daily received by the ex- 


position management and the business 
and private letters of nearly every 
resident in California bear evidence to 
the fact that the usual number of 
winter visitors to the Pacific Coast will 
be multiplied a hundred fold. 


Tha great Exposition which is to be 


spread out before these visitors, and 
before the hundreds of thousands of 
residents of this part of the United 
States who will throng Golden Gate 
Park during the winter, will surely be 
a subject of the most intense interest. 


It will be the aim of this correspon- 


dent to furnish weekly reports on the 
progress and promise of this Exposi- 
;ion, to note its most remarkable feat- 
tures, and to describe its most interest- 
ing scenes. If the public will accord 
their reading recognition of the efforts 
>ut forth in this connection, it will be 
urnished through this avenue with 
nothing but facts concerning the plans 
of the exposition management, and 
nothing but truthfu* descriptions of its 
accomplishments.

The Wonderful Conjuring Trlek* Were 


Accomplished Without the Us« of Elab- 
orate Paraphernalia and Seem Almost 
Beyond Belief. 
Talee -which horrified oar forefftthers 


Whfle they were trusting and ignorant, 
which stirred a later generation to mirth 
and were dismissed at length as thread- 
>are jests, become interesting again now 
^hat we can perform these miracles our- 
selves. The best of our conjurers' tricks 
lave been learned in the east, and in 
many instances they have improved on 
lie original. Bat it is not certain that 
heir modus operand! is the same. 


Tbe most ingenious "professor" in En- 


rope might despair when set to achieve 
that feat which is the first trial of an as- 
pirant among the Kakhuens, as Sir E. 
Hade describes it. The neophyte must 
climb a ladder of which the rungs are 
naked swords, edge upward, and sit 
upon a platform thickly studded with 
spikes for an uncertain time before he 
even "goes »p for examination"—and 
this in the open air among a crowd of 
tribesmen. 


Of the stories told by the Ibn Batuta 


some have been verified, so toepeak, but 
not all. One day, when he was talking 
with Mohammed Tughlak 
at Delhi, 


three Yogees approached, and the em- 
peror told them to astonish his guest. 
Forthwith one took the form of a cube, 
rose into the air and hung above their 
beads. Ibn Batata fainted promptly, but 
the emperor gave him a draft which 
brought him to in an instant. 


It has been suggested by those who 


can read the original text that this mttst 
have been alcohol in some form. How- 
ever, when he recovered his senses the 
object was still suspended. The second 
Yogee then snatched a sandal from one 
of the bystanders and struck it sharply 
on the ground, thereupon the sandal 
mounted and slapped the cube, as if 
upon the face, when down the Yogee 
fell. Mohammed Tughlak promised to 
show his guesta things yet more surpris- 
ing, but Ibn was seized with a palpita- 
tion of the heart, which put a stop to the 
entertainment for that time. Perhaps 
there was no "draft" handy. 


On another occasion, however, some 


Chinese jugglers gave a performance. 
"In my presence," says this respectable 
traveler, "they produced a chain CO cu- 
bits long which they tossed upward, and 
it stood erect. A dog was then brought 
forward. It ran up on the chain and on 
gaining the top vanished. In the same 
manner t\ boy, a panther, a tiger and o 
lion mounted one after another and dis- 
appeared. At last they took down the 
chain and put it into a bag, no one dis- 
cerning how the zinimals were made to 
vanish in the mysterious way I have de- 
scribed. This, I may venture to affirm, 
was beyond measure strange and sur- 
prising." 


An exact pendant to this is tale civ., 


in the "Liao-chai-chih-i," translated by 
Mr. Giles under the name of "Strange 
Stories From a. Chinese Studio." The au- 
thor declares that he himself beheld tho 
marvels related—the only instancp, we 
believe, in which he vouches hia personal 
experience, a fact worth noting, for lie 
tells a thousand marvels of the sort. 
When a little boy, Sung Lung was taken 
to the provincial capital for the spring 
feast and followed the crowd into the 
judges' yamen. Jn the middle of the hall 
was a man with a little boy, who under- 
took to perform anything demanded of 
of him. The great men seated round 
asked for peaches. It was the month of 
March. 


Much "business" followed, but at 


length the juggler said he must get them 
from the orchard of "the royal mother," 
who dwells in heaven. He took from 
his box a piece of cord "some tens of feet 
long," arranged it carefully and threw 
one end into the air, where it remained 
fixed, "as if caught by something," and 
he paid it out from below. Higher and 
higher the rope mounted, until a small 
piece only remained in his hands. Then 
the man called his boy and bade him 
climb up. Up went the boy, after more 
"gag," like a spider running up its 
thread, and in a few minutes he was out 
of sight. 
Presently n peach fell down as large as 


a basin. 
Vv'l me tha magistrates were ex- 


amining it the lope dropped suddenly in 
a heap, i*ud the man cried: "Alas, some- 
body has cut it! What will my son do 
now?" At the same instant the boy's 
head fell from heaven, and lamentations 
which may be imagined followed. Limbs 
and body came tumbling after. To omit 
"business" the juggler collected them, 
put them in his box and begged help for 
the funeral expenses. The horrified spec- 
tators subscribed liberally, and when 
they had given as much as could be 
hoped the man tapped upon the box, say- 
ing, "Why don't you come out, you ras- 
cal, and thank the gentlemen?" Forth- 
with the boy threw up the lid, jumped 
out and bowed to the company. 


Sung Lung says: "I have never forgot- 


ten this strange trick, which, as I have 
beard now, is performed by the White 
Loly sect, who probably learned it from 
this man." The White Lily, otherwise 
"Do Nothing," Wu-Wei-Keaon. is the 
most dreaded secret society of China, 
.said by Mr. Giles to date from 1450. Mr. 
Maskelyne, we hear, has been consulted 
upon Ibn Batuta's trick. He answered: 
"These apparent effects were due doubt- 
lees to the aid of concave mirrors, the 
•use of which was known to the ancients, 
especially in the east, bnt they could not 
hAve been produced in the open air." 
The explanation seemed almost as in- 
comprehensible to the uninitiated as the 
etatement itself. As a matter of fact, 
however, the Chinese performance did 
sot take place in the open air. Sung Lung 
mentions distinctly that a hall in the 
judges' yamen was the scene. Upon the 
other hand, how could the rope, and the 
boy, penetrate a roof? But then again 
Mr. Giles does not notice the difficulty. 
If the hall was but partially covered in, 
Mr. Maskelyne's objection might be met.
